Will SEND 


Federals Soldiers to Restore Order in 
Colorado Region Where Labor 
War Rages Furiously 


Wasliington, April 28.- 
President Wilson today de- 
cided to order federal troops 
to Colorado to restore order 
ill the coal strike district 
where virtual war exists. 


The decision was reached 
after 
the 
president had gone over the Colorado 
situation with his cabinet 
during 
the 
greater part of a two-hour session, 


A proclamation will be issued later to- 
day ordering federal soldiers to the scene 
of the industrial conflict. 
The number 
of troops will be decided upon in a con- 
ference between the president and Sec- 
retary of War Garrison at 2 o'clock. 


Gov. Ammons' Request. 


President 
Wilson's first caller today 
was- Senator Thomas, of Colorado, who 
discussed the Colorado coal strike situa- 
tion. 
Following his visit the president 
and Secretary of War Garrison went into 
conference to determine what should be 
done about the request from Gov. Am- 
mons for federal troops in the strike dis- 
trict. 


Senator Thomas stated 
that he 
be- 
lieved troops' would'be ordered to the 
scene of the industrial outbreak. 
After 
talking 
with 
Secretary 
Garrison 
the 
president received a report from Chair- 
man Foster, of the house mines commit- 
t ^ , on the latter's inter^view with John 
D. Rockefeller, jr., in New York yester- 
day. 
Mr. Foster said that the interview 
had failed to relieve the situation. 
The 
president delayed action on the matter 
until it could be discussed at the regu- 
lar cabinet" meeting later. 


The president and cabinet did not take 
up the question of an appropriation for 
maintaining the troops in the strike dis- 
trict, but it is expected the Colorado 
legislature 
will 
consider 
the 
matter 
when it meets in extra session 
next 
week. 
When former President Roose- 
velt sent troops to Nevada in 1907, to 
suppress violence at Goldfield, he insist- 
ed that the legislature appropriate for 
iiiaintainence 
of 
the 
federal 
forces. 
Though nothing of this nature was dis- 
cussed at the cabinet meeting the prob- 
ability that some such means might be 
considered in Colorado by the leg'islature 
which already has been considered by 
officials there. 


At 
2:30 
o'clock 
Secretary 
Garrison 
left the white house to go to the war 
department, where he will prepare the 
order for troops to the Colorado strike 
region. 
A proclamation from the presi- 
dent was being prepared for announce- 
ment later. 


Asks Colorado to Act. 


The president in a telegram to Gov- 
ernor Ammons, requests that the state 
legislature, which is to be convened May 
4, consider the whole situation, so that 
means may be provided for the state to 
reassert its authority and limit the op- 
eration of the federal troops. 
The presi- 
dent asks, also, that the militia be with- 
drawn temporarily 
while 
the 
federal 
troops restore order. 


The orders prepared by Secretary-Gar- 
rison called for the detail of troops from 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., to Trinidad and 
Ludlow City, in the strike district., and 
from Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., t» Canon 
City. 
At Fort Leavenworth the Second 
squadron of the Fifth cavalry is sta- 
tioned and at Fort Russell troops E and 
H of the Twelfth cavalry are awaiting 
orders.

the flag broke out in a wave of color at 
the top of the staff amid strains of "The 
Star Spangled Banner," played by the 
massed bands of the Florida and Ut.ih 
to thunder of the saluting guns from the 
Minnesota in the inner harbor and the 
half hysterical 
cheering 
of refugees 
•who recently escaped from Mexico City. 


Gather in Plazas. 


Before the low, but imposing facade 
of the Terminal, which is also the depot 
for all the railroads entering Vera Cruz, 
the broad plazas to the dock give a view 
of the crowded inner harbor and of the 
gi'eat armada of battleships outside the 
b ;akwater. 
Beyond all lay the blue 
expanse of the Gulf of Mexico, flashing 
into the brilliant sunshine. 
Long before 
the time set for the ceremony Americans 
from all parts of the city started toward 
the plaza. 


The first of the fighting men to ar- 
rive were Col. Neville's battalion of ma- 
rines marching in column of fours clad in 
khaki and making a trim appearance as 
it moved to its place on the right of the 
line. 
Colonel Neville and the field offi- 
cers, who were 
mounted, 
took their 
''places in front of the battalion, Avhile 
the bandmen of the Utah, also dressed 
in khaki, fell in on the left of the line. 


Blue Jackets in White. 


Next eame battalions of blue jackets, 
dad in spotless white and accompanied 
by their machine gun section and hos- 
pital corps. 
The Florida band led them 
to their place beside the marines, the 
khaki and white bandsmen forming di- 
rectly in front of the flagstaff, where the 
^merican national 
colors 
were to be 
Vaásed. 
Lieutenant Commander 
Allen 
Buchanan, of the Florida, who led the 
blue 
jackets 
in 
landing, 
commanded 
them in the parade. 


When the long line had been drawn 
up Captain Wm. R. Rush, of the Florida, 
who was in charge of the landing of the 
Americans on Mexican soil, took his 
place in front of and facing the flagstaff, 
with his staff officers. Behind Captain 
Rush stood Rear Admiral Fletcher. 
His 
staff, all the members of which are now 
oflicials of the city under American con- 
tr.ol, took their places on the left of the 
center. Finally Rear Admiral Badger, in 
Biipreme command, with the officers of 
his staff in full dress tmiforms, took 
their places at the right of the center. 


As the signal was given by Ensign 
McDonnell, standing almost on the spot 
where, as chief signal officer of the day 
of landing, he had four of his men shot 
down beside him, he and the other mem- 
bers of the gallant quartet, hauled away 
on tjie halyards, the blue jackets snap- 
ped their, rifles to present arms, the ad- 
mirals stood at salute and the band 
broke into the stirring strains of tlie 
American national anthem.

State of Insurrection. 


The issuance 
of a proclamation 
by 
Gov. Ammons to "All law-abiding and 
peace-loving citizens" of Colorado 
"to 
give their moral and activc support to 
the effort to restore peace in the strike 
district" called attention today to con- 
ditions which were described as a "state 
of insurrection." 
Tlie proclamation said 
the authorities had but one desire, "to 
restore and maintain order," and they 
declared 
until 
this 
was 
accomplished 
there can be no move to secure justice 
in the courts. 
The governor said the mi- 
litia had been in the field for nearly six 
months, "were there to restore laAV and 
order" and for no other purpose and were 
not interested in the outcome of 
the 
strike. 
He cited the fact that until he 
left for Wa.shington about ten days ago 
"not a single person had been killed by 
the i^Sltia because of the strike and only 
two altogether—one by accident and one 
a fugitive fi'om justice." 


The proclamation says there need be 
no further bloodshed if the strikers will 
quit and return to their homes. If they 
refuse, every available power will 
be 
brought to bear to compel them to do so. 


The proclamation concludes; 
"Peace 
officers throughout the state are urged to 
arrest and hold for conspiracy every man 
caught .carrying arms or ammunition to 
ship to any part of the state, calling for 
volunteers or organizing companies of 
men to be used against the constituted 
authorities of the state."

Hermione and transfer them to the Des 
Moines upon the American vessels taking 
a position at sea. This arrangement, it 
was thought, Mr. Daniels said, would 
make anti-American demonstrations in 
Tampico less likely.

Wide Range of Speculation.

Mr. Bryan explained that he had, not 
yet received the text of Gen. Huerta's

proposal, 
and that Ambassador Eiano had merely 
explained orally that mediation was ac- 
ceptable to Gen. Huerta. 


Tlie mediation envoys continued their 
conference until 2 o'clock when recess 
was taken, an afternoon session to begin 
at 3 o'clock. 
No statement "was made 
concerning the progress of the mediation 
proposals, but the general sentiment pre- 
vailed that substantial results woidd be 
accomplished. 


Declines a Statement. • 


Tlie white house declined to make any 
statement as to what proposals the Uni- 
ted States would submit as a basis for 
mediation. It was announced that noth- 
ing would be said that might in any way 
embarrass the mediators. In the regular 
cabinet meeting at 11 o'clock the formu- 
lation of the American proposals to the 
mediators was a subject of consideration. 


Mr. Da Gama, the Brazilian ambassa- 
dor, reassured the state department to- 
day that Gen. Huerta had guaranteed a 
safe exit for all Americans from Mexico. 
He reached the department just after 
Secretary Bryan left for the 
cabinet 
meeting and conferred with Mr. Lansing, 
the counselor.

American Millions in Mexico 


In the frantic effort of American citizens to get out 
t)f Mexico during the past few days it has been a matter 
;of no little surprise to the average person to note the very 
large number of citizens of the United States who have 
been living in that country. It has been well understood, 
of course, that American financial investments in Mexico 
have been very heavy, yet the real extent to which Amer- 
icans have sought investment in that country is perhaps 
but dimly understood. 


For instance: 
Almost twice as much American 


money has gone into Mexican railway stock as the Mexi- 
cans themselves have put iu, while the American hold- 
ings of Mexican railway bonds are thirtj-four times those 
of Mexico herself. The Americans hold more than 52 per f 
cent, of Mexican railway stocks to only about 28 pier' 
cent of the total owned by Mexicans, and the proportion 
of the bond holdings is as 409 to 12. 


Mexico is one of the greatest mining countries in the 
world, yet American money is repre{?ented to the extent 
of $223,000,000 in her mines and Mexican to only $7,500,- 
DOO. Even Oreat Britain has more than five times as 
much capital working in Mexican mines as the people of 
Mexico. Mexican investments in oil and rubber fields are 
bisignificant compared with those of the United States. In 
fact, the last available official« tabulation of relative capi- 
tal now working in Mexico shows that the United States 
owns $1,057,770,000 of it and Mexico only $792,187,242. 
Thus more than 43 per cent, of the wealth of Mexico, ex- 
elusive of land holdings and land" lot values, is owned in 
the United States to only about 33 per cent, in Mexico. 


British investments in Mexico have been in some- 
thing of the same proportion as those of the United 
States, but on the whole are about two-thirds less. G-reat 
Britain holds $67,000,000 of the national bonds in Mexico, 
against $52,000,000 owned by Americans, and these have 
also been bought heavily by lYance, who is regarded as 
holding $30,000,000, or ahnost three times as lAUch as 
Mexicans have bought. American investments in Mexi- 
can tramways and light and power plants have been, very 
small, some $760,000, but British capital is represented in 
them by $8,000,000 and Mexicans by more than $5,000,000. 


We do not believe the United States could under any 
circumstances be driven into war to rescue American dol- 
lars invested in that country, but the personal safety of 
American citizens is quite another matter. Yet the dollar, 
after all, explains why they are there. 


' It transpires that the senate committee's hearing on 
the question of repeal of the canal tolls exemption has 
closed, an<i the end came with but scant puj)lic attention 
by concentration of interests in the Mexican situation. 
After all, important public questions are, only relatively 
, important.

Port Wayne, Decatur and Warsaw have eacirrecently

supplied instances of the conviction of women on charges 
of operating ''blind tigers" where liquor is sold illegaUy.

.tiie proposition, but |ie wilj doubtless coutiuue the bloody 
camafie to the bitter end. ,

fault lay with congress, which had failed 
to provide any sort of a system for meet- 
ing the emergency of war. The ofliicers 
and men were the right fighting stuff. 
But there was* no organization. 


The declaration of war was delayed by 
President McKinley as long as possible 
to give time to make some absolutely 
essential 
preparations. 
The 
ccuntry 
lacked the necessary equipment to arm 
the force that it proposed to raise. 


No arrangements had been made in ad- 
vance for mobilizing and handling troops. 
There was a suspicion that raiS-oad in- 
fluence helped fix on Tampa as the site 
of embarkation. 
A single track railroad 
ran intoi the ^ town. Within a Short time 
the 
road 
and 
its 
equipment 
were 
swamped. Freight cars that were needed 
in Tampa were found after long delays 
on sidings forty miles away. 


All that has been changed - by 
the 
-work of the general staff. The army is 
being handled now in accordance with 
carefully worked out plans. 
Its chiefs 
know what they want to do, and they 
are prepared to do it with the lest possi- 
ble friction. 


The lessons of 1898 are being put into 
effect today.

If So, You Are One of the 
22,000,000 Soldiers of 
Uncle Sam 


AND H E CAlSr CALL YOU 


Washington, April 28.—In case of war 
with Mexico every able-bodied male citi- 
zen of the United States betvi^een 
the 
ages of 18 and 45 is liable to bo called 
into the service of the United States for 
war piu-poses. 


About 22.000.,000 men, constituting a. 
little over 43 per cent, of the total male 
population of this country, are interested 
in this sta,tement. 


An act of congress, approved J a n u a r y 
21, 1903, and amended in 1908, commonly 
known as the "Dick militia law," make.s 
it possible for the president t o call into 
the service of the United States not only 
the regularly 
organized 
militia 
of 
the 
various states, but also the so-called "re- 
serve militia," which constitutes all citi- 
zens between 18 and 45. 


Secion 4 of this 
law 
provides 
t h a t 
"whenever the United States is invaded 
or in danger of invasion from any for- j 
eign nation," or in other 
contingencies 
named, "it shall be lawful for the presi- , 
dent to call forth such number of tlio ! 
militia of the state or of the states or 
territories, or of the District of Colum- 
bia, as he m a y deem necessary." 


Furthermore, it is provided that when j 
the president calls out the militia for 
such purposes, "he may specify the pe- 
riod for wdiich such service is required, 
and the militia so-called shall continue 
to 
serve;during the term so specilied. 
either Avithin or without the territory of 
the United States?, unless sooner relieved 
by order of the president." 


The use of language "either within or 
without the territory 
of 
the 
United 
States" shows that-it is only necessary 
for the president to decide that there is 
a- possibility of xlanger from invasion h y 


Mexican troops, 
federals 
or 
constitu- 
tionalists. in order to have authority to 
ship to Mexican soil 
as 
many 
state 
militiamen and of 
"reserve 
militiamen" 
as he m a y "deem necessarj'." 


Although 
workingmen's 
organizations 
made some protest against the passage 
of the Dick law at the time, and although 
it has been roundly denounced since on 
account 
of 
the 
use 
of 
militiamen 
in 
strikes and labor troubles, the far-reach- 
ing character of the law has not 
been 
realized by the public generally. 


I t will be surprising to the 
ordinary 
man 
in the street to know, 
therefore, 
t h a t he m a y be summoned a t a moment's 
notice to join the militia; t h a t he is, in i 
fact, already a reserve militiaman 
and 
as such subject to immediate call by the 
president for service 
either 
within 
or 
without the 
territory 
of 
the 
United 
States! 


Xot only that, b u t section 7 provides 
t h a t drastic penalties for failure to obey 
such 
summons. 
After 
providing 
t h a t 
members of the militia, when called out 
by the president, shall be mustered into 
the service 
of 
the 
United 
States 
and 
shall 
become regular 
soldiers 
"without 
f u r t h e r enlistment and without further 
medical examination previous 
to 
such 
m u s t e r " this section says t h a t "any of- 
ficer or enlisted man of the militia who 
shall refuse or neglect t o present himself 
for such muster, upon called forthwith as 


herein prescribed, shall be subject to trial 
by court-martial and shall be 
punished 
as such court-martial m a y direct." 


In time of war tlie punishment could 
thus extend to death. 


Section 9, in effect, makes regular sol- 
diers of the militiamen when thus called 
into the service of the United States. 
I t 
says t h a t "the militia, when called into 
the actual service of the United States, 
shall be subject to the same rules and 
articles of war as the regular troops of 
the United States." 


Violation 
of 
the 
articles 
of 
war 
is 
about the most serious thing t h a t could 
happen to anybody. 
Many of the penal- 
ties prescribed 
for such violations 
call 
for death in war time and other 
pen- 
alties are very sevei*e. 


Tliere is another act of congress en- 
titled. 
"An act 
to provide 
for 
tem- 
porarily increasing the 
military 
estab- 
lishment of the United States in time of 
war." the act of 1908, by which a volun- 
teer army could be raised. 
But the fail- 
ure of men ¿o volunteer might very read- 
ily be followed by the'enforced enlist- 
ment of citizens under the Dick militia, 
law without 
the necessity'of 
congress 
passing a special 
act 
authorizing 
con- 
scriptions. 
The Dick law for all practical 
purposes is itself a conscription act.

The issunnco of a proclamation 
by

ditions which wore, described a* a "state 
of insurrection.'' 
Tlie. proclamation said 


the authorities hnd but one desire, "to 
restore nnd maintain order,'1 and they 
declnrod until this was accomplished 
there, can bo no move to secure justice 
in the courts. Tho governor said tho mi- 
litia had been in tho field for nearly tsix 
months, ''were there to restore law nnr 
order" nnd for no other purpose nnd werr 
not interested in tho outeoino of tlu 
strike.

No statement was made 
concerning the progress of the mediation 
proposals, but the genera! sentiment pre- 
vailed that substantial results would be 
accomplished. 


Declines * Statement. 


The white house declined to make any 


statement as to what proposals the Uni- 
ted-States would submit no a- basis for 
mediation. Tt was announced that noth- 
ing would he snid that might in any way 
embarrass the mediators. In the regular 
cabinet meeting at 11 o'clock the formu- 
lation/ of tho American proposals to the 
mediators was a subject of consideration. 


Mr. Da Gnma, the Brazilian ambassa- 


dor, reassured the state department to- 
day that. Gen. Huorta hud guaranteed ft 
safe exit for all Americans from Mexico. 
Ho ronchod tho department just after 
Secretary Bryan loft for 'the cabinet 
meeting and conferred with Mr. Lansing, 
tho counselor. 


Still Firing at Tampico.

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American Millions in Mexico 


In the frantic effort of American citizens to get outj 


bf Mexico during the past few days it has been a matter 
pf no little surprise to the average person to note the very 
large number of citizens of the United States who have 
been living in that country. It has been well understood, 
tof course, that American financial investments in Mexico 
have been very heavy, yet the real extent to which Amer- 
icans have sought investment in that country is perhaps 
but dimly understood. 


For instance: 
Almost twice as much American 


money has gone into Mexican railway stock as the Mexi- 
cans themselves have put in, while the American hold- 
ings of Mexican railway bonds are thirty-four times those 
of Mexico- herself. The Americans hold more than 52 per 
cent, of Mexican railway stocks to only about 28 per 
cent of the total owned by Mexicans, and the proportion 
of the bond holdings is as 400 to 12. 


Mexico is one of the greatest mining countries in the 


world, yet American money is represented to the extent 
of $223,000,000 in her mines and Mexican to only $7,500,- 
000. 
Even Great Britain has more than five times as 


much capital working in Mexican mines as the people of 
Mexico. Mexican investments in oil and rubber fields are 
Insignificant compared with those of tlie United States. In 
fact, the last available official tabulation of relative capi- 
tal now working in Mexico shows that the United States 
owns $1,057,770,000 of it and Mexico only $792,187,242. 
Thus more than 43 per cent, of the. wealth of Mexico, ex- 
slusive of land holdings and land lot values, is owned in 
the United States to only about .°,:5 per cent, in Mexico. 


British investments in Mexico have been in some- 


thing of the same proportion as those of the United 
States, but on the whole are about two-thirds less. Great 
Britain holds $67,000,000 of the, national bonds in Mexico, 
against $52,000,000 owned by Americans, and these have 
also been bought heavily by France, who is regarded as 
holding $30,000,000, or almost three tunes as much as 
Mexicans have bought. American investments in Mexi- 
can tramways and light and power plants have been very 
email, some $760,000, but British capital is represented in 
them by $8,000,000 and Mexicans by more than $5,000,000. 


We do not believe the United States could under any 


circumstances be driven into war to rescue American dol- 
lars invested in that country, but the personal* safety of 
American citizens is quite another matter. Yet the dollar, 
after all, explains why they are there. 


It transpires that the senate committee's hearing on 


the question of repeal of the canal tolls exemption has 
closed, and the end came with but scant piiblic attention 
by concentration of interests in the Mexican situation. 
After all, important public questions are, only relatively 
important. 


Fort Wayne, Decatur and Warsaw have eaelrreeently 


supplied instances of the conviction of women on charges 
of operating "blind tigers" where liquor is sold illegally. 
It is not to be understood, however, that the champions of 
equal rights for femininity stand sponsor for this line,of 
endeavor for women. The blind tiger field is already too 
greatly over-crowded by mere men to warrant any inva- 
sion by the feminine population. 


.And after the Latin-America diplomats have suc- 


ceeded in untangling the Mexican-American imbroglio, 
they may be able to find a further inviting field for friend- 
ly mediation between certain Fort Wayne property own- 
ers and this goodly city on the ornamental lamp post is- 
sue, which has of late strained relations almost to the 
breaking point. 


It is beginning to be apparent.that William Randolph 


Hearst, at least, has no sftrt of intention of accepting me- 
diation or anything less, that actual war as the proper way 
out of the difficulty with Mexico. Mr. Hearst is apt short- 
ly to find himself the most hopeless sort of a minority on 
the proposition, but he will doubtless continue the bloody 
carnage to the bitter end.

zens between IS and 4,1. 


Sc.eion 4 of this law 
provides 
thntj 


"whenever the United States is invaded 
or in danger of invasion from any for- 
eign nation," or in other contingencies 
named, "it shall be, lawfulfor the. presi- 
dent to call forth fliich number of the 
militia of t.he stale or of the states or 
territories, or of the District of Colum 
liia. as he mny deem necessary." 


Furthermore, it, is provided that, when 


the president calls out the militia for 
such purposes, "he mny specify the pe- 
riod for which Riich service is required, 
nnd the militia so-called shall continue 
to serve during the term so specified, 
either within or»without the territory of 
the United States, unless sooner relieved 
hy order of the president." 


The use of language "either within or 


without the territory 
of

United 


States" shows that it is only necessary 
for the president to decide that there is 
a possibility of danger from invasion by 


herein prescribed, shall be subject to trial 
by court-martial and shall be punished 
as such court-martial may. direct."
